ACCORDING to ” Spectator,” it is the United Synagogue Act, or 
rather the Deed of Foundation and Trust which supplemented it.

THE United Religious War Service held at Cathay’s Park, 
Cardiff, last Sunday, must have been an inspiring function. Over 
40,000 persons of all religious denominations are reported to have 
joined together in prayer, and the unifying effect of the War thus 
received one of most striking manifestations.

A less 
picturesque, but none the less important, item of information 
1s contained in the news of the steps which are being taken at Leeds 
to assist coreligionists to fill out the National Registration forms. 
KXegistration day will be here shortly, and it is of the utmost importance 
that the duty cast upon all citizens in this matter should be efficiently 
discharged. We have no doubt that the action taken at Leeds or 
some similar step is also being undertaken among other provincial 
Jewries—in London, preparations to the same end are likewise in 
hand. Our coreligionists in the country will, we are convinced, be 
found to have given a good account of themselves when the Register 
is completed. Turning in another direction we may note the generous 
monetary gift which Mr. and Mrs. H. L. BRown, of Sheffield, have 
sent to the Lord Mayor of that city for distribution among deserving 
charities. The presentation. is in celebration of the donors’ golden 
wedding, and we may. congratulate Mr. and Mrs. BROWN alike on 
their happy domestic event and.on the excellent—and characteristic— 
way in which they have marked it.

THE CHIEF RABBI AT THE GREAT SYNAGOGUE 

Last Wednesday, the anniversary of the Declaration of War, a special Rubri 
was introduced into the Morning Service in ail synagogues after the Tachrun. It 
consisied of IT’salms cxxi. and Ixvii., together with one of the forms of the 
Intercession Prayer contained in the order of service issned for use on Intercession 
Day, Sabbath, January 2nd last. 

In the afternoon a special service was held at the Great Synagogue, Duke 
Street, where a sermon was delivered. by the Chief Rabbi. Mr. Leopold de 
Rothschild occupied the Warden's Box, with him being Mr. N. S. Lucas, one of 
the Overseers of the Poor, and Mr. L. de Yong, financial representative of the 
synagogue, The large congregation included the Dayanim while the rest of the 
London Jewish clergy were well represented. The Rev. S. Lipson, one of the 
Chaplains, was present in uniform, and there were several Jewish officers and men 
in khaki. 

The choir of the synagogue, under Mr. S. Alman, opened a most impressive 
service with the chanting of Psalm exxx., after which the Rev. A. Katz read 
The Cuter Rawat then delivered the following 

SERMON. 

Twenty-five hundred years ago the Prophet Habakkuk stood perplexed and 
dazed by the victories of the rapacious Chaldeans barbarous!ly crushing the nations 
in their onward sweep. “ They march through the breadth of the earth to. possers 
dwelling-places that are not theirs; and they gather captives as the sand,” he tells 
us. And when he sees the inhumanities and cruelties, vast and innumerable, in 
their trail, he is forced to exclaim: “ Art not Thou from everlasting, O Lord, my 
God? Thou that art of purer eyes than to behold evil, and that canst not look 
on perverseness, wherefore lookest Thou upon them that deal treacherously, and 
holdest Thy peace when the wicked swalloweth up the man thatis more righteous 
than he: and makest men as the fishes of the sea’? Shall he therefore empty h 5% 
net, and not spare to slay the nations continually’ ” A divine answer is wouch). 
safed to these bold questionings of the baftled and despairing prophet. He is 
bidden : “ Write the vision, and make it plain upon the tables, that he may run

that readeth it, : The just shall live by his faithfuiness.” 
The word “ Emunah,” translated by “ faithfulness.” 
has in the original a two-fold meaning First, it stands for firmness, 
steadfastness, reliability; and secondly, it signifies loyal allegiance to 


God, or in later usage, faith in Providence. Jews and non-Jews alike have for ages 
looked upon the message contained in these three Hebrew words as a rock of hope 
and an anchor of consolation, as the quintessential embodiment of supreme 
human duty in the great crises of individual aud national existence. No teaching 
could be more timely. Like the prophet we are to-day 
BAFFLED BY THE WRECK OF MORAL WORLDs, 
by a moratorium of religion. Sometimes it seems as if this present conflict would 
become the grave of all human feelings, of all those usages hitherto observed by 
civilised peoples that have lifted them out of savagery. And, most perplexing of 
all, after a year of war, the fury of the dehaat aggressor “ whose might is Ins god,” 
appears stronger than ever. Across the ages, however, in letters of living light, 
comes the cheering promise, “The just shall live by his faithfulness. The 
righteous shall live by his steadfastness in right, anda people by its firm faith in 
the ultimate victory of Justice and Righteousness.” And tirus, clear as a bell, do 
these words proclaim the twofold duty of the hour: Steadfastness and Faith. 
First of all, steadfastness. Uncertain though the future may be, not so is the 
spirit in which it is to be faced. Ours must be the will to win. Tiger-like, the 
demons of hatred, envy and revenge are crouching at the gates of England's life. 
Unto it is their desire. But with the help of God we shall surely master them if 
we but resolve 
Never to submit or vield 
And what ts else, not be overcome. 
In the words of a noble ruler, whose difficulties fifty years ago were very 
similar to our own, “ With malice towards none; with charity for all, with 
firmness in the right as God gives us to see the right, let us strive to finish the 
work we are in—to do all which may achieve and cherish a just au. lasting peace.” 
Many are they who have given proof of their steadfastness and loyalty to king and 
right. Like Abraham of old, British parents have voluntarily obeyed the 
summone: Fate thy son, whom thou lovest, and give him up thy deares; 
for the peace and safety of the realm. Mourning has entered the 
homes of tens of thousands, and theirs isa solemn pride in the great sacrifice that 
they have laid on the altar of their country. But all of us, young and old, mena 
and women, must. feel. our spirits. attuned to the height of the issues at stake, so 
that, inspired by the sacredness of our duty, we shall all steadfastly toil on till 
victory is ours. Alas, that a double share of steadfastness is required of the House 
of Israel in this conflict. We know that in times of disaster the best men often 
suffer most. They suffer not only with the guilty, but through and for the guilty. 
In past ages the pious looked upon such suffering as purifying and for the ultimate 
good of Israel and mankind; . . . War which rouses man's bighest instincts 
has been known in lower natures and cultures to fan

‘THE views formed by some people on the struggle in which the Naticns 

are engaged, seem to have been gained by eyes that have been 
closely blinkered. A very esteemed and justly estimable correspondent, for 
instance, writes to me to say that he cannot see how I can be in favour of 
the war since | have strongly expressed myself as opposed to War. But my 
friend forgets that I have insisted upon this war as a horrible necessity. 
Circumstances constantly arise which demand recourse to what is hateful in 
itself as the only means of salvation. A man may denounce the hunting 
of big game as cruelty. But if that man were face to face with a tiger that 
was about to spring upon him, and he had a loaded gun handy, even though 
in principle he were a vegetarian Quaker, he would pull the trigger. It is 
ridiculous to suppose that he would be filled with grief if, as a result of the 
operation, he. found the tiger dead and himself alive. This war—can there 
be any reasonable doubt about it ?—was entered into by England because 
Germany menaced her and with her the peace of the world. We may 
hate and detest, abominate and loathe War as we may; will there be any 
however pacifist in theory, who at the end will grieve inordinately because 
Germany is foiled and England triumphs, though that end may have been 
attained by War ? 


ET us think for a moment what the triumph of Germany would mean. 
For years that country has been forging an instrument of violence 
and otfence so powerful in equipment and in organisation that twelve months 
warfare has succeeded at most in checking it. The more remarkable we 
concede Germany's efforts to have been, the more necessary do we prove 
the efforts of the Allies to be. Germany had set up the one ideal of Might: 
nothing to her as a nation counted beside the armed force she had at her 
disposal. She.not alone possessed the strength of a giant, she employed it 
as a giant. Solemn treaties became “scraps of paper” in her eyes, 
so soon as she wished to break them, and the imagined she could break 
them with impunity by reason of the vast machine of violence which 
she had at her disposal. Sacred obligations lke the guarantee of neutrality 
became in her mouth ‘a mere word” when she found it inconvenient to stand 
to her plighted word because the Army and the Navy gaveher the power she 
imagined to do or undo as she willed. To hack her way through a neighbour’, 
territory—why not? Who was to say her pay? Did any say her nay, then 
they must be treated to ‘frightfulness |’—deliberate, planned outrage, 
rapine, murder, cruelty—for their pains. Her fleet was unable to harass 
the commerce and the shipping of her enemy ty the rules of maritime war- 
fare to which all civilisation was bound. It mattered nothing to Germany: 
she threw the rules out of the window and sent to their death, merely so 
that mereirules should not stand in her way, peaceful non-combatants, even 
those of neutral nations. She did so because she had an Army that could, 
she reckoned, resist any attempt to show resentment at her wrong-doing.

THE NEW RUSSIAN MINISTER OF JUSTICE ON 
THE JEWISH QUESTION. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
PETROGRAD. 

As a result of popular pressure two members of the Government, M. Tcheg- 
lovitoff, the Minister of Justice, and M. Sabler, the Chief of the Holy Synod (a 
pupil of the late M. Pobiedonostzett), have had toresign. M. Tcheglovitoff, 
whose name will always be associated with the Beilis Case, ended his 
Ministerial career by rejecting the petition of the Moscow Council of Advocates 
to promote four Jewish lawyers to the rank of Advocate. In political circles hopes 
were expressed that M.A. Chvostov, the new Minister of Justice; would inaugu- 
rate new régime. However, his first statement to journalists on the 
future position of the Jews in the legal profession was disappointing. 
t is hoped, however, that the new Minister will soon realise that the country 
is Opposed to a policy calculated to sow turther nationalist discord. 


RUSSIAN BISHOPS AND JEWS. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT, ] 

PETROGRAD 

Archbishop Nicholas, of Warsaw, has, dufing his visit to the capital, made a 
significant statement concerning the Jews in Poland. The Archbishop declared 
that during his residence in America he became well acquainted with all kinds of 
nationalities, and he was surprised to find on his return that hatred against various 
nationalities was preached in the churches. He instructed his subordinates to 
preach nothing but love and peace among all citizens. The Archbishop spoke in 
terms of delight of the respect shown to him by the Polish Jews. 

At Drissa, Bishop Pantemeilon, of Dwinsk, visited the synagogue, where a 
service was held for the victory of the Russian Arms and prayers were offered for 
the Tsar. The Bishop cordially addressed the congregation. 


THE JEWISH CHAUTAUQUA SOCIETY, 


COURSES ON SOCIAL SERVICE, 


The Society is now holding a summer course in synagogue and social service 
in New York City. This new department was undertaken in response to the many 
requests to meet the need in this special sphere of Jewish activity. As the Society 
has achieved such distinction and success for religious school teachers through 
its annual assemblies, it was decided to undertake similar work on these lines for 
congregations. 

The opening session of the School was held on Monday morning, July 12th, 
and continued until July 25th. Addresses were delivered by the Hon. Abram I. 
Elkus, President of the Jewish Chautauqua Society, who spoke of the practical 
phases of this new department. He was followed by Dr. Henry Berkowitz, 
Chancellor of the Society, who spoke of the conditions and purposes underlying 
the new department and mentioned that in the earlier assemblies the 


-Chautauqua had called together the first meetings in this country of Jewish 


social workers. Dr. William Rosenau, Vice-Chancellor and Dean‘of the Faculty 
of the Correspondence Scliool, spoke of the co-operation of the Synagogue and the 
Federation of Charities. The Directors of the Summer Course are Rabbi Sidney 
E. Goldstein, of New York City, and Dr. Roris D. Bogen, of Cincinnati, Ohio 
Dr. Bogen’s first lecture on the extent and scope of Jewish philanthropy elicited a 
lively discussion and a volume of questions from the students. Dr. Sidney 
Goldstein spoke of the social service work in the religious schools, in the con 
gregations, and the training of volunteers, with an outline course in diagnosis, 
treatment and agencies. Dr. I. Edwin Goldwasser gave a. “talk” on the public 
school in social service. Other speakers were Mrs. William Einstein, whose topic 
was widowed mothers pensions; Dr, Ludwig Bernstein, on modern Jewish child- 
caring methods and ideals; Rabbi Harry S. Lewis, on the synagogue and social 
service. 

Students meetings were arranged in sub-divisions and groups for field work, 
led by Rabbi Goldstein, Drs. Bogen, Bernstein and others. Each student who 
enrolled designated the phase of philanthropy and social service or institution in 
which he wished to do special field work, and a certificate will be awarded to each 
student who satisfactorily completes the Summer Course. The Chairman of the 
Committee on the Summer Course is Dr. Lee K. Frankel of New York City, who 
is one of the most interested members of the Board of Directors of the Chautauqua 
Society. 

It is announced that the Chautauqua will add to its curriculum in the corre- 
spondence school two additional courses for religious school teachers, one on 
social service for the religious school teacher, and one for Congregations, so that 
the layman may acquaint himself with a thorough knowledge in social service and 
thus endeavour to link up the Synagogue with social service and establish social 
centres in Congregations throughout the country. 


ANTI-JEWISH RIOT IN RUSSIA SUPPRESSED. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


PETROGRAD. 

As a result of the various libels spread against the Jews at Tokmak (Taurida), 
the mob attacked and plundered many Jewish shops and houses. The authorities 
subsequently suppressed the pogrom, and the Chief of the Police issued an order 
declaring such attacks on property in the present circumstances to be equivalent 
to treason. He invited the crowd not to believe any rumours and emphasised his 
determination to defend citizens of all nationalities. 


MUSCULAR JUDAISM IN THE STATES. 


Muscular Judaism is having a chance to show itself in Chicago toa degree 
which is scarcely attainable in any other city of the United States, or any other 
country for that matter, says the Jewish Exponent. The new gymnasium of the 
Chicago Hebrew Institute provides the opportunity. All the latest appliances and 
athletic systems are provided for in the model building erected in an open space 
bordering one of the city parks. The swimming tanks are lined with ceramic tiles, 
and all the other features have been constructed with the same regard for the best 
modern methods. In the gymnasium 3,400 people can be accommodated each day. 
The building is entirely fireproof. The building and equipment cost some 
125,000 dols. At the dedication exercises Judge Julian W. Mack said: ‘ Health in 
itself is essential, but there is something more important in life, and that is 
Character. Through exercise, through vigour, through the lesson of determina- 
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‘ion, of punctuality, of team work thatare taught in an organisation such as this, 
character wiil be built up. Give these boys and girls such an opportunity and 
hey lose their desire for inferior things.” 


TRIAL OF ANTI-JEWISH RIOTERS IN RUSSIA.

The trial of the forty-seven ringleaders of the anti-Jewish rioters at Ihumen 
‘ook place last week. It was stated in Court that the accused were chosen as the 
‘eaders of a mob which consisted of a few thousand persons, and which not only 
-lundered Jewish shops, but also a few non-Jewish businesses. According to 
oticial evidence the relations between the local Jews and Christians before the 
sot were cordial, and that all police officials were dismissed in consequence of 
‘her negligence to suppress the outbreaks. Of the accused seven were acquitted 
ind the rest were sentenced to terms of imprisonment ranging between eighteen 
ind four months. A sum of 13,700 roubles was granted to the sufferers of the

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DEATH OF MR. WALTER EMANUEL. 


It is with profound regret that we have to record the death of Mr. Walter 
Emanuel, “Charivaria” of Punch, who passed away on Wednesday at 4, 
Ladbroke Court, after an operation, in his 46th year. 


Walter Lewis Emanuel was born in London in 1869, being ason of the late 
Lewis Emanuel, for many years Solicitor and Secretary to the Board of Deputies, 
a position in which the deceased's brother, Mr. C. H. L. Emanuel, followed bim. 
Walter Emanuel was educated at University College School and at Heidelbery 
University, and he followed the profession of solicitor, becoming a member of his 
late father’s firm, Messrs. Emanuel and Simmonds. Mr. Emanuel! early in his 
life devoted himself to humorous authorship and journalism. 

His first book, “Me,” appeared in'1901, and this was followed in the following 
year by “A Dog Day,” which was illustrated by Mr. Cecil Aldin. and attained 
great popularity in America and on the Continent, as well as in F ngland. Before 
that he had been writing for Judy, for which Mr, Bernard Partridge was then 
drawing, and for Pick-Me-Up, then edited by its founder, the late Henry 
Reichardt, and in which several well-known writers and artists, notably Mr. 
Raven Hill, first saw the light. He also contributed to the Bohenuan and the 
Butterfly, two bright weeklies, and in the year, 1902, he began his “ Charivaria” 
in Punch, that series of topical notes in which he has continued ever since, almost 
without a break, to make shrewd and amusing comment on the world. A contri 
bution from his pen appears in the current issue of our contemporary. Other 
publications by Mr. Emanuel, most of them attaining much’ popularity, were 
“ People,” “ The Snob,” “ Mr. Punch's Diary,” “Only My Fun,” “ Paris,” “ The 
Dogs of War,” “ Never,” “ Puck Among the Pictures,” and “The Dog World and 
Anti-Cat Review.” Mr. Emanuel was also an artist—to be an artist was, indeed, 
his first ambition—and he himself illustrated his book “‘ The Zoo.” 

Mr. Emanuel was a member of the Committee of the Maccabeaans, the gather- 
ings of which, as of other festive reunions in the community he enlivened by his 
after-dinner “telegrams.” He was also a member of the Committee of the Author s 
Club and an Hon. Member of the London Sketch Club. He acted as Hon 
Solicitor to the Bayswater Jewish Schools of the Committee of which he was a 
member and he was a Visiting Guardian of apprentices in connection with the 
Jewish Board of Guardians 

The funeral will take place at Willesden to-day (Friday), at 11.30.

THE YIDDISH. THEATRE IN SOUTH AMERICA. 


Could you give us some of your experiences in South America ? 


‘I spent eight months in Buenos Aires, where I leased my own 
theatre, and trained my own company which was recruited from local talent; 
I then started a short tour of the coast towns, playing at the Theatre 
Lyrico, the Opera House at Rio, while Frigoli, the great Italian protean 
artist was there. It is remarkable that I should have financially done 
better than he. Rio has only a Jewish population of 1,500, and to the eight 
performances that I gave them they all came every night. They seemed to 
have made a sort of obligatory duty.. They even had a voice in the 
choosing of the plays——and so I gave them ‘ The Father,’ by Strindberg, one 
of my great successes, and some of Gordin’s plays.” 
“tn you go to the Jewish cx lonies in the Ars gentine ? 


“Oh, yes! Never shall I forget the Jewish colonies. When I saw the 
Jewish farmers, countrymen of mine from Lithuania, Poland, South Russia, 
out on the fields, away from the the poverty and misery of town-life and 
their old conditions, I could have wept. And these were our own farmers— 
Jewish farmers: I spent about a month among them, going from village to 
village. The colonists were so enthusiastic that many of them trudged five 
and eight miles to see the ‘show.’ Some actually stayed over night to 
witness a second performance, thanks to the traditional hospitality of 
Acheinu, Bnei Yisroel.’ 


PLAYING BARNS. 

“ Of stage, scenery, gorgeous costumes, seating accommodation we had 

none. We played in barns on an improvised platform. The audience sat 
on barrels. Those who could atiord more—the stallites—sat in deck chairs. 
which they good-naturedly volunteered to bring themselves. In the matter 
of scenery we followed Shakespeare implicitly—a notice-board sufficing to 
tell the audience whether the scene was a room interior, a court of justice, 
ora farmyard. Some of the female parts had to be portrayed by men, 
owing to the scarcity of good Yiddish actresses. Luckily, many of the plays 
in my repertoire required very little extra ‘ make-up,’ otherwise the difficulties 
to be overcome would have been enormous. Wonderful to relate, we always 
had the ‘house full.’ The Jewish farmers often used to come on horseback 
to witness a play. It nearly always happened that the barn doors had to be 
thrown open wide and they could see the ‘ piece’ from their horses—free. 
We even played in the open fields, with the bare sky as a canopy. 


DISRAELI OR LINCOLN. 


“Once we had an exciting time. I was playing ‘ Daniel Danielli,’ ang 
a heated discussion arose among our equestrian farmers as to whom my 
‘make-up’ resembled. Some held that I looked like Disraeli, others argued 
that I rather partook of President Lincoln. Betting commenced, Odds 
were freely laid andtaken. The play could not proceed, notwithstanding 
my beseeching and vehement appeals to the audience. Finally, a tall Jew, 
with a long beard, saved the situation. Shouting out in a coarse, bass voice, 
from his horse's back, ‘ He is neither Disraeli nor Lincoln, but Moscovitc! 
he successfully quelled the storm. The dispute being settled by this 
diplomatic farmer, the play proceeded uninterruptedly to the end. While 
travelling on the road I was often accosted by our colonists, who seemed 
recognise me, with the customary greeting “Shalom Aleichem. Voos heris 
zech finder Heim?’ My Jewish pulse was ‘immediately set reverberating 
and a Yiddish actor, I presume, is alsé endowed with a Jewish pulse—when 
I heard the old, px ign: int, pregnant question about Der Heim.’ Ah, ye: 

Der Hem)". « 


The eminent Yiddish actor heaved a heavy sigh, and sat silent for a 
minute or two. Our representative then came to matters “ nearer home,” 
and asked him as to his plans for the future. 


THE FUTURE OF THE YIDDISH THEATRE. 


“I have made up my mind to stay in London,” he replied. 
“so that I may be able to give our community a- permanent

Has the Yiddish Theatre any other purpose besides 


‘Certainly. Besides affording pleasure to our people it also counte: 
acts the pernicious influences of assimilation, by preserving the Yiddi 
language and literature ; it competes with the picture palaces, the music-h alls 
with their ‘beery associations,’ the missionary reading rooms and meeting 
places, and the gambling dens. 

‘Il am thinking of launching out afresh in the next season, and my only 
hope is that the manager will work in harmony with my scheme and not look 
upon it merely as a purely commercial venture. I know there are various 
classes to be catered for, but with a good deal of wisdom and tact the‘ better 
prices’. can be introduced, so that the intellectual members of our com- 
munity would become our lasting patrons and supporters.”’ 


B. AND YIDDISH: DRAMA. 

What will your repertoire consist of ? 

‘’ My repertoire will consist of my old successes which Iam doing now, 
viz., the Gordin plays, ‘Keen,’ by Dumas, ‘The Father,’ by Strindberg, 
‘The Living Corpse,’ by Count Tolstoy. I hope further to produce °‘ The 
Kreutzer Sonata,’ being a dramatised version of the famous novel by 
Tolstoy. My next will be “A Son of Hagar,’ a play written by a Christian 
priest in the Argentine, which is based on an ancient Hebrew legendary 


theme. It is of strong pro-Jewish interest and centres round the problem 
of illegitimacy. Negotiations are on foot with the great ‘G.B.S.’ for my 
presenting his ‘Man and Superman’ in Yiddish. But as yet we have not 
come to any definite arrangements. The difficulty here, of course, is the 
question of royalties. We cannot hope to run his play for a few hundred 
consecutive nights, as is done in the English theatres. Our audiences are 
drawn from a small community, and so we are forced by the circumstances 
to give a different play every night. If Mr. Bernard Shaw will only be 
lenient with us, his play may be seen at the Pavilion in the coming autumn. 
I have several other plays on hand; about these I had better remain silent 
for the present. No, I refuse to be drawn.” 


YIDDISH AND ENGLISH PLAYERS. 


When our representative asked Mr. Moscovitch for his views on the 
respective qualities of the Yiddish and English player, he said: ‘ The lot of 
a Yiddish player is, indeed, not to be envied. He. plays eight times a week 
and each night in a different atmosphere and in a different role. One night 


he may have to transform himself, in a historical romance, into a medieval, 
Spanish prince; another, in a Jewish drama, into a poor, Russian, 
Yeshivah Bocher; another, in a Yiddish translation of Shakespeare, 
into Shylock. New plays are constantly rehearsed and _pro- 
duced, which work out on an average of one per week. The repertoire

ISRAEL THE SERVANT. 


delighteth : I have put my spirit upon him: he shall bring forth judgment to 
the Gentiles. —Isaiah 7. 


The term that the prophet here applies to Israel is somewhat new. We 
are accustomed in the earlier Biblical pages to hear Israel spoken of as 
God's people. Many have objected to the doctrine of. the choice of Israel 
that it is an indication of favouritism, and as such inconsistent with divine 
perfection. But whatever stigma may be supposed to cling to the old 
doctrine is certainly removed when we find it specified in these later 
chapters of Isaiah that Israel is selected, not for privilege, but for service ; 
and marked out for special punishment if that service be neglected: “ You 


only have I known of all the families of the earth: therefore 1 will visit 


upon you all your iniquities "’ (Amos ii. 3). Israel is chosen not for himself, 
but for the Gentiles; not as against other nations, but for them. Israel is 
to be not a prince, but a servant. It is one of the humblest words in our 
language, specifically applied to those who fulfil a menial office, who do the 
drudgery of the world. In Hebrew 43» signifies slave as well as servant. 
But Israel is to be the servant of God. This addition at once exalts it, and 
it now becomes the highest title. “Servant of God" is a degree-rarer than 
any university can bestow, a title before which titles of royalty pale into 
insignificance, 


"O! would that I might be 
A servant unto Thee, 
Thou God by all adored: 
Then, though by friends out-cast, 
Thy hand would hold me fast, 
And draw me near to Thee, my King and Lord.” 


Adding God to the word “servant” is like advancing Joseph froma 
prison to a throne. How magnificent becomes everything when we add 
God to it. Add God to the world and all its phenomena become divine 

hanifestations of law and order; and its every unrelated fact, its mysteries 
and even its terrors become parts of a great system designed by a benign 
Providence for glorious ends. Take God from the world and it dwindles to 
a concourse of atoms driven by blind necessity to ultimate extinction. 


FHE KIND OF. SERVICE. 
Israel is thus called to be the servant of God, not in favouritism but 


‘in righteousness.”’. To be the servant of God must one be the servant of 
man. What service does God ask of Israel? 


He is first to awaken 
faith among the weak and wavering in his own ranks, and then to bring 
light to the world at large. “It is too light a thing that thou shouldst 
be my servant, to raise up the tribes of Jacob, to restore the preserved of 
Israel; I will also give thee for a lhght to the Gentiles, that thou mayest be 
my salvation to the end of the earth.” This verse specifies the double duty 
ot the servant of God—tirst to his own, then to the peoples. For the term 
servant" does not apply to all Israel, but only to the righteous few, to the 
righteous who are always few. It is not a title loosely bestowed upon the 
nation; it must be earned by each individual within it who shows 
by his fidelity, his bravery, and _ his self-denial that he has 
enrolled himself in the service of the Most High. We _ must 
not suppose that all Israel, even at the late day of the 
Second Isaiah, had so profited by its long experience that it already 
stood a solid believing unit, without exception, a_ spiritual kingdom 
of priests. No, there were many unregenerate members, there were many 
who looked longingly at the idols of their more powerful neighbours; there 
were many who questioned the reality of the God revealed to Israel by the 
prophets ; and there were many, too, who chafed a little impatiently under 
the moral restrictions of their laws, who would have liked to indulge in the

of a Yiddish player consists of some half a hundred plays—and, to kee, 
abreast with the times must constantly be increased. The English player 
is much more: fortunate: once a career has been made, he can finish his 
days with a dozen plays. The Yiddish player has had no schooling 
whatever; he has educated himself directly from the Book of Life itself. 
He has no long, hoary tradition of the art of the * Past Masters’ behind 
him (the Yiddish stage being so young). He has not been through 
academies of dramatic art, nor schools of elocution, nor colleges of music. 
He knows no restraint; he lets himself go like the Sicilian whirlwind. The 
English player harnesses the emotions like a tempést bridled. The Yiddish 
actor is a rough, unpolished diamond. The English player is a tempered, 
hardened metal, the glow of which is seldom perceptable, save on very high 
occasions. If the Yiddish artist does not charm you with his ‘airs and 
graces,’ he has a warm heart in the sight place, and the wisdom learnt at 
his mother’s knee. If he cannot convince you with his logi¢, he will over- 
whelm you with his emotions. He is all nerves and flesh and blood, not a 
painted, mechanical doll. The play is to him dry bones without some huge 
cataclysm of rage and tears. The Yiddish audience exactingly demands of 
him ‘to put away his liver on the bihne,’and he does it. 


“The Yiddish actress weeps like a child. The sorrows of the race, too 
long pent up, find vent here. She is like a daughter of Zion, weeping in 
Babylon, weeping for the night that never ends. The tremor in her voice 
reveals the origin of her descent. If she wails, it is not Ophelia that wails, 
but the maternal Rachel in her, for the eternal martyrdom of her children. 
Like a daughter of Jerusalem she sobs from the shadows, waiting for the 
fires to glow on the tops of the hills.” 


lustful freedom of the Babylonians. The righteous few must by the 
magnetism of their own fervour win over the doubting, wavering masses; 
so pour upon them the spirit of their own faith, and so fire their hearts with 
their own courage, that Israel in name would become Israel in fact—the 
champions of God, His witnesses, His servants to the world at large. It 
would have been a presumption to have gone forth to reform the world whtil 
they had reformed themselves. And Israel's duty beyond itself is to bring 
ight to the Gentiles, to bring all the nations “ sitting in darkness” the light 
of truth, the light of the knowledge of God, the light of righteousness, to 
free their souls from “the dungeons” of gross superstitions, to “ bring 
them out of the prison-house” of error. For, cultured as were many of 
Israel's neighbours, they were still sunk in moral darkness, their conception 


_ of divinity was still little better than the fetishism of savages; they still 


bowed down to the monstrous creation of their own hands. Israel was 


| bringing God and the Decalogue to these and other nations. This was to be 
_ their mission to the world; for this they were chosen to be God's servants.

How it must have fed the faith of those who tested

No great truths have been given to the world without 
suffering, no great cause has been preached or maintained without peril and 
self-denial and danger. Liberty—as we are realising to-day—cannot: be 
won without pain; martyrs have had to bleed to win rights for the common 
people. Many have suffered that we might enjoy freedom of conscience, and 
the kinship of mankind is a lesson that has been taught, and is still being 
(aught, in tears and woe and sorrow. In how far has the suffering of the 
Jew brought about his regeneration? Every step in his tragedy has been 
a step upward. The first loss of his land drove him into an exile that was a 
spiritual nursery. ' His first great persecution under Antiochus Epiphanes 
killed a growing scepticism, created a race of Maccabean heroes, and 


deepened in the hearts of the people their faith in God and right. The 


cruel IX who burned hi tempie ympelle him by the torce-ot nec ity 
to substitute for sacrifice a ritual of praver and study, while cruel dispe 

throughout every land on the giobe taught Israelin blinding tears to r¢ : 
is never betore, the omnipresence of God. How has the(light been brought 
to the Gentiles from the suffering of Israel? During al] the woe é 
last days of Israel's nationality, it was sowing the seed of Christianity, and 


306 preparing the world to receive many a Jewish doctrine. Six hundred 
years later, while living in obscurity, despised and rejected, Jews were 
juietly teaching to an Arabian the lessons of Moses and the Prophets. 
Under the name of Mohammedanism Israel was again becoming a light 
to the Gentiles,’ spreading the truth of its old lessons through the 
Atabian world. While the Jews were being shut up.in Ghettos 


and Jewries in every nation in Eurppe, the Gentile was sitting 
at their feet. learning the Scriptures, which Israel had _ preserved in

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JUVENILE SYNAGOGUE SERVICES: 
A PROTEST. 


TO THE EDITOR.—From the Rev. J. F. STERN, Synagogue Honse, 
Stepney. 

Sir,—As one who, during all the years of a long ministry in East London, 
can claim to have taken a very close and practical interest in the religious educa- 
tion and training of the young, I am impelled to give expression to a word of 
protest against the Juvenile Svnagogue Services, as they have been appropriately 
stvled, which had been inaugurated at the Brondesbury Synag >yue and which 
have called forth the admiration of the Rev. L. Canter and Mr M. Danoyger im 
letters to recent issues of the Jewish Crronicie. These jejunte services, the 
interest of which centres around the juvenile Chazanim who are permitted to con 
duct them, are a parody of everything which a real religious service should be and 
are the very best means of fostering the very wors! tendencies of the love of dis- 
play, ostentation and priggishness which is inherent in the Jewish child and which 
should rather be repressed than encouraged by the true religious teacher, who is 
more concerned for the cultivation of character, modesty, and unassuming piety 
in his young charges than affording them a'platform within the sanctuary of the 
synagogue from which to exhibit their precocioushess to their adoring relatives 
and friends. 

Mr. Canter and others who were present at these vocal displays may have 
been impressed by what they saw and heard, the children may have been highly 
interested in their own performances, the traditional melodies may have been 
beautifully rendered, and the reading and pronunciation may have been faultless 
But 1 speak from a knowledge gained by experience in East London of these 
Synagogue exhibitions on the infant prodigies who take part In them when I say 
that their influence is distinctly bad, and the purpose of the synagogue, as a House 
of Prayer, should not be permitted to be violated by their encouragement. Ina

Jurors and Their Rights.

martyrdom—purposeless, unpitied, which it is accounted almost a crime to speak 
of. Formerly the Jew's enemies undertook to make him contemptible by charging 
him with cowardice. As this is now patently absurd, in view of his wonder. 
compelling response to the call of his motherland, the latest resort is to charge 
entire Jewish populations with treason. The high note of tolerance and brother. 
hood struck in the Duma on Sunday last is proof that all good men and true 
repudiate this attempt to assassinate the honour of the Jew. Even as Isaiah 
proclaims in our weekly lesson: “O thou afflicted, tossed with tempest, and 
not comforted—no weapon that is formed against thee shall prosper, and 
every slanderous tongue that shall rise against thee in judgment shalt thou con- 
demn.” Our brethren in Russia, as elsewhere, will maintain their steadfastness . 
they will continue to love and honour their country, and readily, gladly, lay down 
their lives to make it lovable and honourable. The second and greater need of 
the hour is Faith. Mankind craves the conviction that the agony and tears 
and suffering of these hundreds of millions of belligerents, constituting 
the majority of the buman race, are not in vain; that somehow good 
will come of all this vast woe. Then, though walking in the Valley of the 
Shadow of Death, .we shall still triumphantly look forward to lasting 
restoration and universal healing.

I told them that in old Jewish books, in Philo, Josephus, in 
the apocryphal book of the life of Adam and Eve, there was a wondrous legend 
of a second deluge, UN ?Y 7139, a deluge of fire, that would sweep over the 
earth. In anticipation of it, the children of men were bidden to write the story 
of man on tables of clay, as such tables would not only escape destruction, but 
would become more enduring. We to-day are the eye-witnesses of such a fire- 
deluge dreamt of by the ancients. Let us not, however, fear that civilisation 
and religion will perish from earth. Quite other will be its far-reaching results for 
mankind. Right and huminity will emerge stronger that ever from this world 
contlagration. Even only a year ago we saw that the laws of God and man were 
written, as it were, on mere tables of clay, breakable and effaceable at will. With 
THE TRIUMPH OF GREAT BRITAIN 


and her Allies, however, this very world conflagration will have rendered the Law 


of Nations indestructible and forever unassailable by insolence or power. The 
behesits of Humanity which so far have been but pious wishes, will be converted 
into regulative principles in international dealings. All shal) then recognise that 


righteousness alone exalteth and establisheth a nation. It was in the darkest

The following letter has been addressed to the Secretaries of the Constituent 
and Associate Synagogues of the United Synagogue :-— 

Dear Sir,—It is probable that, in accordance with the usual practice, many 
Jewish soldiers and sailors—both officers and men—serving with His Majesty's 
Forces will have leave of absence for the two days of New Year. This leave is 
granted should the exigencies of the service permit. It appears to me that this 
would be a suitable occasion to recognise the patriotism of our coreligionists who 
have come forward to help their country, and I readily assent to a suggestion 
emanating from the Jewish Recruiting Committee that the Constituent Congrega- 
tions of the United Synagogue should entertain on the afternoon of the First Day 
of the New Year not only the members’ sons serving with the Forces but also the 
soldier and sailor sons of those who reside in the neighbourhood of the Synagogue, 
but who are not members of it. 

The entertainment could be given in any available hall, vestry-room or class- 
roon: attached to the Synagogue, or if there be none, at any other convenient spot. 

The suggestion is that the Local Boards of Management should issue the 
invitations, among the recipients of which should be included not only the families 
of the men home on leave but also the sons and daughters of members. It wi! 
be left to the Local Boards to make the necessary arrangements and the trifling 
expense involved will doubtless be readily provided by the members of the con 
gregations concerned, but if this is not the case, the Treasurers of the United 
Synagogue will sanction it being charged to Local Expenditure. 

I shall be glad if your Board will kindly let me have a reply at the earliest 
possible moment, and hope that they will fall in with the suggestion.

PATIENTS FROM THE ZION MULE CORPS. 


In the course of a most interesting letter dispatched from the Dardanelles to 
Mr. M. Luck, of 164, Commercial Road, Sergt. S. I. Luck (who, it is interesting 
to note, is a B.Sc. and R.S.M., London University), Ist Australian Base Hospital, 
writes : Not less interesting is the type of patient that reaches us from the Zion 
Mule Corps. I was told to report to the censoring officer. Idid. “Why the 
d don't these men use the English language? Howcan I censor this 
rubbish? You see if he says anything compromising.” That was addressed to 
me. I did not feel capable to explain the first question, so I proceeded to execute 
the order. He did not give any information. He was only telling his dear wife, 
away in Russia, that he is sick. “It's either tuberculosis or malaria,” he cooly 
explained. What a comfort for the lady. The doctor smiled. “It's probably 
neither. That's all, sergeant.” I about turned and “imshied” (to use an 
Egyptianism). These incidents are quite numerous. But it becomes rather 
ludicrous when it turns out that German is the only language the patient can 
understand. Such was one of our latest wounded from the Zion Mule Corps. He 
spoke Arabic, which was useless to us. And I had-to speak the language of 
William. Thank goodness there was no Intelligence Officer near by. His bullet 
was extracted the other night, and wrapped neatly in a piece of bandage; it hung 
from his wrist. “ Would you like to go back and fight those Turks and Germans ?” 
I was getting inquisitive. “Certainly, as soon as | get well. Haven't I got all 
my friends there,” he explained as anafter-thought. And the man lived in Turkey 
most of his life, and spoke German as his native tongue. The irony of fate. But 


who knows, perhaps the last two factors were the cause of bis enlistment in the 
British Army. 


THE LATE SERGT. MENDELSOHN, 


Among the Canadian casualties, dated June 2nd, the name is mentioned of 
Sergt. Mendelsohn, of the 13th Canadian Artillery, who was killed at Saint Noble, 
Belgium. Sergt. Harry Mendelsohn enlisted in the 44th Canadian Infantry, and 
at the time was residing in Homestead, Pennsylvania. The dispatch announcing 
the sad news states that Mendelsohn was promoted at St. Eloise on May 30 for 
bravery on the field of battle, and his “Order of the Legion” has been sent to bis 
brother in Charleston, West Virginia. Mendelsolin was well known in Hontestead. 
He was born in England, and when the war broke out he became a strong sup- 
porter of the country of his birth, and from the very first declared his intention of 
taking up arms in her defence. That he made a good soldier is shown by the fact 


that he was promoted to the office of sergeant and was decorated for valour in 
battle. 


THE LATE CORPL, TAYLOR. 


TRIBUTE FROM THE REY, I. LIVINGSTONE. 


Corpl. Joseph Taylor, of the Ist Lancashire Fusiliers, who was killed in the 
Dardanelles when taking part in a charge against the Turks, lived formerly at 21, 
Portland Street, Bradford. He joined the Lancashire Fusiliers when sixteen years 
of age, and had seen service in India. He returned from that country last 
January, and after a short furlough went to the Dardanelles last March. A comrade 
in writing of Corpl. Taylor's death states: ‘ We landed in H and had 
orders to fix bayonets and charge the first row of trenches. This we did with 
success. Then we had orders to take the second row. The Turks opened 
machine gun fire on us and caught Taylor in the throat. He cheered us on 
until he dropped back dead with a smile on his face.” The Bradford Daily 
Argus publishes these facts under the following large type headlines,: “ Bradford 
hero. Cheered on comrades while shot in throat. Died smiling.” Corpl. Taylor 
was indeed a hero. May those near and dear to him find comfort in the memory 
of his self-sacrificing courage and his devotion to duty ! 


THE LATE PTE. ROBERT BARNETT. 


A letter has been received by Mrs. Barnett, sent to her from the front bya 
comrade of her son's, Pte. Barnett (Raphael Gluckstein), in which he refers to the 
death of her only son. In the course of the letter he writes :— 


“He died early on the morning of the 20th of December, through wounds 
received in action on the morning of the 19th of December. His particular com- 
pany had orders to take a covered position in a wood, and ‘ Conny.’ (nickname) 
had only just got clear of the parapet when he was shot in the leg, but plucky as he 
must have been he continued to go forward with the remainder, when he fell with 
a severe head wound. He was taken back by two comrades in an unconscious 
condition, and lingered on and did not regain consciousness at all, having in the 
meantime the very best of attention from the medical officer. His particular 
company lost very heavily in that charge, the two officers also being killed, but 


they took the position. 1 know the place, and also the identical place where the 
grave is.”

THE MOBILISATION OF TRADE IN RUSSIA,

PETROGRAD. 

The movement for the mobilisation of the “ rear of the army for the war” (as 
it is termed in Kussia) has already brought advantages to the Jews. In the first 
place the Central Military Conmmercial Committee ‘have almost persuaded the 
Government to utilise the unemployed Jewish exiles and refugees in the Govern- 
ment works for the army. The Committee have also petitioned the Ministry to 
grant to Jewish artisans the ung iestioned right to live anywhere for the purpose of 
assisting in the mobilisation of trade. Jewish merchants were given a more or less 
free hand at the fairs at .Nijni Novgorod, and the Jewish exiles from the provinces 
of Kovno and Courland were allowed to work in the fields in the Odessa district on 
condition that they did not go beyond four miles boundary from the sea 

A hundred matriculated Jewish students of Ekaterinoslav have petitioned the 
President of the Duma to enable them to acquire a technical education with a view

PETROGRAD. 

The German authorities have closed all synagogues at Libau because the 
Crown Rabbi refused to direct the community not to include in the prayers one 
for the Tsar and the Russian Imperial Family. The Crown Rabbi and a few of 
the Jewish notables were arrested, but were eventually released. 

The invaders have confiscated the goods of a few local rich Jews, and notably 
a huge stock of timber, worth about a million roubles, which belonged to the firm 
of Katznelsohn. 

In the immediate neighbourhood of Libau the Germans made searches in 
Jewish cemeteries for copper articles.

JEWIsH “ALIEN ENEMIES” IN EDINBURGH. 
TO THE. EDITOR.—From Mr. ISAAC FURST, &.S.C., 23, Rutland 


Square, Edinburgh, President of the Edinburgh Jewish Repre- 


sentative Council. 

Sir,—I have been out of town, hence my inability until now to deal with the 
“ communicated ” article in your issue of the 23rd ult., under the heading “Glasgow, 
the Representative Council and Alien Enemies”; also your own article relative 
thereto, designated, “ Well done, Glasgow.” The articles in question do a great 
injustice to the Edinburgh Jewish Representative Council. Our Council was 
brought into being immediately upon the announcement of the late Government s 
policy regarding the deportation and repatriation of alien enemies, and our first 
project was directed towards obtaining exemption for the Edinburgh Jews who 
might be affected. Edinburgh being a prohibited area, these, for the most part, 
were compelled to leave some time after the outbreak of the war, and pract: 
cally all took up their residence—a temporary one—in Glasgow. In 
capacity as- President of the Edinburgh Council, 1 was deputed to make a repre 
sentation to the Advisory Committee on behalf of the persons, and with the 
object mentioned. I formally did so, and, in course, I was invited by Lori 
Dewar to meet the Committee over which he presided, and which included a 
representative from the Scottish Office. I appeared before the Committee and 
discussed with them the lines upon which the Jewish cases were to receive con 
sideration. As a consequence of my representations, | duly received forma! 
intimation of the Advisory Committee's decisions upon the cases under my charge 
Exemption from deportation or repatriation was granted in every case with one 
exception. The case in which the application was refused was that of a ladv who 
was on a visit to her family in Edinburgh. Her husband is resident in Germany, 
and is in a good position. Though the lady was quite ready and anxious to seize 
the opportunity of joining her husband, her family—through sentimental causes— 
prevailed upon her to apply for exemption. Her case was given the kindliest con 
sideration by the Committee, but as I could not urge that in refusing her applicatio: 
a hardship would be imposed upon the lady, Lord Dewar thought she should be 
pleased to return to her husband. I might mention that the lady has arrived safe}, 
at her home in Germany, and while the parting was a grief to her family and her 
sélf, she has expressed her delight that the Committee enabled her to join he: 
husband 

Though the report of the Glasgow Council is intended to convey the impre 
sion that they alone were mindful of a duty to their less fortunate brethrer 
throughout Scotland, it is significant tlrat no reference is made to the case I have 
just quoted.

I emphatically assert, 
too. that the Glasgow Council was aware that we were attending to the Edinburyh 
cases, for the Secretary of our Council wrote to Mr. Easterman, the Secretary o! 
the Glasgow Council, on the subject, and I have beside me the latter's reply 

I do not wish to depreciate the good work which the Glasgow Representati\e 
Council is doing, but in the light of matters as I have represented them, I venture 
to suggest that the lavish eulogy you—and doubtless others—have showered on 
that body is not wholly deserved. In view, however, of the statements in the 
Glasgow Council's report, I merely desire to give public notification of what the 
Edinburgh Council so well effected.

law and Jewish traditions, would prove even a more. serious and irreparable loss 
than that caused by the material destruction and: desolation that now prevailed in 
the ya s and villages of the Pale of Settlement. That loss could not be made 
LO dd by the iaritable ettorts of the lew of other lan is. an i there was at present 


no prospect of those seats of learning being successfully transported to Wester 
communities. The Jewries of the world ought not to lose time in paying attention 
to this grave problem, which was practically without precedent in the history of 
Jews and Judaism. 


A meeting of the General Jewish War Distress Committee was held last week at 
the Vestry Room of the Great Synagogue, Bel are e Street, Mr. Abe. Frais 

(Treasurer) in the Chair. Having dealt with the report of the 
recent visit of the Haham, the C hairman urged the necessity of 
forming a special Sub-Committee to deal with the distress cases 
of the families of those who were interned in various concentra- 
tion camps. He pointed out that the money collected had been subscribed for the 
welfare of those who were affected, and he thought that the Committee would be 
justified in taking such cases under their protection. Among those who spoke in 
favour of the suggestion were the Rev. M. Abrahams, Rabbi Hurwitz, and Messrs. 
Joe Cohen, M. Palestrant and S. Phillips, M.A. It was generally urged that as a 
number of those who had subscribed to the fund were at present interned, 
the contributors as a whole would not object to the course proposed. On the 
contrary, it was anticipated that the action taken by the Committee would be the 
means of securing larger contributions to the fund. The resolution having been 
adopted, a Committee of seven was appointed, consisting of the Rev. M. Abrahams, 
Rabbi Hurwitz, and Messrs. Joe Cohen, S. Hyams, S. Fish, L. Lightman, M. 
Palestrant and A. Frais. The Chairman reported that the Jewish Institute 
Dramatic Society had consented to give a performance in aid of the funds on the 
21st and 23rd inst. 

A meeting of the sub-committee was held last week, the Rev. M. Abrahams 
presiding. It was resolved that all cases of distress through internment should be 
dealt with at the office—Vestry Room, Great Synagogue, Belgrave Street—on 
Tuesday evenings.

JEWS AND VEGETARIANISM. 
TO THE EDITOR.—From “A JEWISH VEGETARIAN,” 


One of the most useful lessons many of us are forced to learn from this cru! 
war is how little, if really put to the test, man requires to make him healthy 
body and happy in mind. Nowhere can this truth better be realised than in the 
preparation and consumption of our daily food. 

The interesting interview published in the JEwitsH CHRONICLE with the 
Secretary of the London Vegetarian Association just comes at a time when many a 
Jewish housewife finds it necessary to study economy.. Thanks to lectures and 
demonstrations given on meatiess cookery, and the many books published on thie 
subject, the ingenious housewife may not only follow out their dainty recipes, but 
may learn what the body really requires for its strength and maintenance with less 
cost, less difficulty, and less labour. 

With regard to the remarks published in the Jewish World as to “the 
mysterious and costly concoctions of the vegetarian restaurant,” the writer, I fear, 
must have had a unique and unfortunate experience. If he goes to the St. George's 
Restaurant or the vegetarian restaurants in Holborn, Moorgate Street or London 
Wall, he may perhaps find cause to alter bis opinion. At any of these places a 
satisfying and properly balanced meal can be obtained for considerably less than a 
shilling. The same writer concludes that it is unthinkable for the Jewish house- 
keeper to provide the Sabbath evening meal without fish. I can assure him that 
the spirit of Friday night can just as well be maintained around a table where 
fleshless dainties are provided to replace the fish which he deems the Jewish woman 
thinks so important. 

Although vegetarianism is but a development of our ancient ideal of physical 
purity, | am afraid we cannot yet boast of many followers. Still, we have only to 
look outside our community to find sonte of the noblest and most intellectual of 
humanity living on these lines. We can point with joy tosach men and women as 
General Booth, the Rev. Mr. Campbell, Tolstoi, Sir Isaac Pitman, Dr. Oldfield, 
Miss Marie Corelli, Duchess of Portland, Mrs. Ella Wheeler Wilcox, Mrs. 
Despard, Mrs. Besant, and others too numerous to mention. 

Very gradually it may be, but in time, the Food Reform Movement is bound 
to make its wider appeal to Jewish people. With more education on the subject, 
they will learn, like many of other creeds are doing, that vegetarianism makes for 
health, temperance, simplicity, clean living, and while blessing mankind, releases 
the animal world from untold anguish and suffering.

JEWISH NATIONAL MOVEMENT. 


ORDER ANCIENT MACCABEANS. 


On the occasion of the annual Grand Beacon meeting held this year in 
London, a public meeting was held on Monday at Camperdown House, under the 
Chairmanship of bro. HERBERT BeENTWicH, Grand Commander. He moved 
the following resolution :— 

That this mass meeting convened by the Order of Ancient Maccabeans on the 
occasion of its annual meeting, affirms its adherence to the Zionist programme which 
demands the establishment of a home for the Jewish people in Palestine and its convic- 
tion that the present world-crisis has made more than ever urgent the energetic prosecu- 
tion of the Movement. 

The HAHAM, in seconding, said that the Zionists had many opponents, but 
they meant to continue their struggle until the Zionist aim was accomplished 
They had done enough waiting. Zionism was not a philanthropic movement, 
they did not intend to help a few colonists, they wanted to help Jewry at large, to 
create a haven of refuge, a centre for the whole Jewish nation. He deplored the 
fact that Jewish representatives had very little Jewishness about them. He 
strongly attacked Mr. Zangwill for his statement in the press that the Zionist 
movement had come under the wgis of the German Jew. Zionism, he concluded, 
was conceived in and emanated from Palestine itself, as witness the Hebrew Bible, 
the Prayer Book, and general Hebrew literature. 

Bro. J. D. Jacons, the newly elected Deputy Commander, supported the 
resolution. 

M. NAHUM SOKOLOW drew a distinction between the various “Homes” the 
Jewish nation had had in the past, and the “ Home” the Maccabeans were instru- 
mental in building up for the Jewish nation in Palestine. The “Homes” in 
Babylon, Spain, and Poland in the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries had 
produced a vastliterature and men of genius and action; but having been only 
temporary homes they disappeared through various catastrophes.. It was only in 
a permanent home that stability and methodical development was possible. 

Bro, Rabbi Dr. S. DaAitcHEs referred to the destruction of the Jewish .com- 
munities in Eastern Europe and pointed to Palestine as the only safe refuge to 
the Jew. 

JEWISH NATIONAL FUND, 

A special meeting of the Jewish National Fund was held at 4, Fulbourne 
Street, on Wednesday of last week. There were present: Mr. I. D. JACOBS, 10 
the Chair, the Rev. J. K. Goldbloom, Messrs. E. W. Kiabbinowicz and Lewis A. 
Marks. Mr. Nahum Sokolow and Mr. L. Kessler were also present. 

It was reported that 453 had been collected since the last meeting of the 
Commission. 

An interesting discussion took place as to the future work of the Jewish 
National Fund, and the Commissioners arranged to consider (notwithstanding the 
present crisis) what further steps should be taken to bring home to the Jewish 
public the absolute necessity of helping the Jewish National Fund. 


ZIONISTS IN PALESTINE. 


Although the authorities have refused to naturalise a number of leading 
colonists in Palestine because they were regarded as “ dangerous Zionists,” their 
exile from the country was postponed. In Russian Zionist circles a report was 
received from Palestine that the German Jewish officials of the Hilfsverein in 
Turkey were responsible for the persecution of the Zionists there, the officials 
having made representations to the Tarkish authorities that “Zionism was a 
dangerous movement.”

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WHEN A JEW WORE THE POLISH CROWN. 


By EDWARD HERBERT. 


If as a result of the war in Europe, Russia, Germany and Austria were to 
restore to Poland its independence ; if numerous candidates for the throne should 
present themselves, and if for the sake of peace and harmony the crown should be 
offered to a Jewish citizen, history would only repeat itself. A sixteenth century 
chapter of Poland would only be re-acted in the twentieth century. 

The commercial genius of the Jew bad made him indispensable to the people 
of Poland in the sixteenth century, and as his only trade rival, the German, was 
disliked by the average l’ole, the Jewish race basked in the sunshine of royal and 
popular favoer.. Moreover, as the Rev. Mr. Wasserzug tells us, in the see-saw of 
the two great religious parties of the time the Hebrew enjoyed the momentary 
advantage of being overlooked. 


The reforming movement had by 1575 already subsided in Germany. But in 
the Polish territories the wave of religious and sectarian strife wae only just 
beginning to rise. It became fashionable among the nobles openly ‘0 confess 


inti-papal doctrines, and King Sigismund Augustus practically renounced papac\ 
altogether Thus in the course of events, while’ Protestant and Cathelic faced 
each other with daggers drawn, the Jew was able to enjoy comparative freedom 

Prince Christopher Nicholas Radziwill, Duke of Olyka and Nieswiesz, 
returned to Catholicism after his father had left the Catholic church and joined 
the Protestant His pilgrimage to Jerusalem brought him considerable fa.ne. 
On his homeward journey he was attacked by a band of robbers at Pescara, and 
there he was left without means of travel. In a destitute condition he reached 
Ancona. 

PRINCE AND THE RABBI. 


The papal governor, whose aid be invoked, did not take his story seriously 


and refused to render him any assistance. Rabbi Samuel Judah, of Padua, to 


whom he next applied for a loan, readily advanced the sum of two hundred 
crowns to the stranded prince. In gratitude for the accommodation Kadziwill, 


before his departure, promised his benefactor to locate the Rabbi's son Saul, who 


had settled in Poland, and there to render him such protection as he might need. 
Not only did Radziwill keep his promise by locating Saul, but on finding him 
to be a man above the ordinary, took a likmeg | m and was thereafter a valuable 
friend to the Rabbi's son Saul, with the characteristics of his race, had made 
rapid progress, and by the tume of Radziwills return had already gained con- 


siderable influence at court 


In order that the reader may more fully understand the historical event which 
is here narrated, it is necessary to say a few words in regard to the European 
political situation then existing he sixteenth century was throughout Europe the 


great period of the rise of the middle class, of the development of the towns, of 
the emancipation of peasants: and in consequence of these movements came also 
the limitation of the powers of ,the aristocracy. It was the age of the influence of 
the Reformation and the printing press. European States began now more and 
more tO Organise On a vast scale and one State reacted upon the other. But 
l’oland had stood aloof from the great European conflict, although her relation with 
l’rance had somewhat been strained on account of the flight of Henry de Valois. 
The Duke of Anjou, who afterwards in 1574, became King of France, under 
the ttle of Henry III, was elected King of Poland in 1573. He was crowned at 
‘racow in February, 1574, but soon began to repent his choice. He was destined 
be King of Poland for five months onty. By the death of his brother, Charles 
\, he became heir to the French throne and he promptly fled from Poland. 

The Poles, piqued at the contempt with which their crown bad been treated, 
assem bied at Stezyca and resolved to declare the throne vacant if the king did not 
return by May 12, ] [he appointed period after Henry's escape having 
elapsed, Stephen Bathory, Prince of Transylvania, was elected King of Poland 

The Polish State had reached the height of its short-lived glory at the time of 
the death of Bathory in 1587. Next to Spain its territory was the largest .in 
Europe. Its dominions embraced the whole of the vast plain, which lies between 
the River Oder and the River Oka,- The Baltic washed its northern and the Black 
Sea its southern coast. 


PRETENDERS TO THE POLISH THRONE. 


The nation was strong; the Turk, the Tartar and the Muscovite each in turn 
oaid homage to the white eagle of Poland, but its aristocracy was turbulent and 
nopelessly divided. The dismemberment of the empire appeared, therefore, to be 
mminent. During his reign, Bathory held the factions in check and enforced 
order. But on hisdeath the turbulent spirits broke loose and again the country 
was piunged into the confusion of an electoral campaign. 

The pretenders to the throne included Sigismund, Prince of Sweden: Arch- 
duke Maximilian of Austria; Feodor Ivanovich, son of Ivan the Terrible ; John, 
Prince of Finland, and a number of minor aspirants. Between the rival conten- 
tons, Dr. G. Karpeles tells us, Poland fell into anarchy. Government was 
suspended ; the various Palatines, each in his own principality, raised loans, 
levied taxes, and mobilised armies in the interest of one or another of the candi- 
cates. 

Warsaw was the meeting place of the new diet, and the great plain around 
the city was the camping ground of the several armies with which the Palatines 
came to conduct the election. Each candidate also came with his bodyguard of 
cossacks, heyducks, or wallachs. The gentry, on their part, in order to preserve 
the sacredness of the franchise, also came well armed. 

Adalbert Seiski, Palatine of Siradia, rose, and in a subtle and crafty speech 
advanced the claim of the Hapsburg nominee. A cry of “No German for us! 
We will have no German!” was the answer with which the tumultous assembly 
recorded its objection. 

Prince Radziwill, who supported the pretensions of the northern prince, rose 
after Adalbert and spoke. “ This is no time for meretricious words,” be said, “ but 
for deeds, In the presence of the Turks at our gates it behoves us to lay aside all 
private bonds and personal animosities and with uplifted hand to seek the divine 
counsel. The safety of Christendom, of which Sarmatia is the iron bastion 
depends on the prudence and concord of the estates of Poland.” 

_ The mere reference to the capture of Vienna by the Ottoman forces was suffi- 
cient to excite a wrathful yell from the supporters of the Austrian Prince, and in 
the tumult that ensued the Primate rose to proclaim the papal candidate, 


Maximilian, as King of Poland. Raising the crucifix aloft, he had already ~ 


pronounced the first words of the coronation formula when he was interrupted by 
he more cautious of his party, who, to avoid bloodshed, postponed the proclama- 
{on until the following day. 

“LONG LIVE KING SAUL!” 


In this electric atmosphere the debate was to be resumed the next day. It 
Jooked more like a field of battle than an elective assembly. The opposing parties 
faced one another in full panoply. With the prospect of a fierce war at hand an 
idea flashed through Radziwill's mind. 


The law of Poland, as it existed at that period, provided that the throne might 
not remain unoccupied for any length of time and in that case the electors could 
not agree on a candidate, an outsider should be appointed rex pro tempore. Thi 


honour was offered to Radziwill, but ha declined te accept it, saying that ther | 
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was a man who belonged to neither party, and who in wisdom and in goodness was 
equal if not superior to any other man he knew. The man whose name he was 
about to mention possessed only one slight shortcoming; but if the diet would 
agree to make his election unanimous, he, Radziwill, would place his name before 
the assembly. He then proceeded in a conciliatory spirit and said : 

“TI propose that this discussion go over until to-morrow, and in the meantime 
my Jewish factor, Saul, shall act as king.” 

Immediately shouts rang out from thousands of throats, “ Long live King 
Saul!” He was later surnamed “ Wahl” and elected. 

The length of his reign is not recorded. Whether he ruled for one night only 
or for several days has not been chronicled. But that he held high office and that 
he had laws enacted which ameliorated the condition of the Jews in Poland isa 
matter of history. 

Prince Sigismund was thereafter elected King of Poland. After he ascended 
the throne on February 11, 1588, he officially recorded his opinion of Saul's talent 
and the valuable services he had rendered to his predecessor, Stephen Bathory, 
by causing the following to be published :— 

“Some of our councillors have recommended to our attention the panctilious 
business management of Saul, the Jew of the town of Brzesk, who on many 
occasions during the reign of our predecessor served the crown by his wide 
experience in matters pertaining to duties, taxes and diverse revenues, and by 
furthering the financial prosperity of the realm by his conscientious efforts.” 


A STRONG FACTOR AT COURT. 


For a period of ten years thereafter Saul Wah! was entrusted with the collec : 
tion of taxes on britiges, flour and liquor. Stephen Bathory had awarded him the 
salt monopoly of Poland. Within two years after his election King Sigismund 
conferred on Saul the title of “ royal official,” a bigh rank in the kingdom of tha! 
day. The royal decree conferring that rank is a remarkable document and runs as 
follows: 

“We, King of Poland, having convinced ourselves of the rare zeal and drs- 
tinguished ability of Saul, do herewith grant him a place among the royal othcials, 
and that be may be assured of our favour for bim we exempt him and his lands, to 
the last of his life, from subordination to the jarisdiction of any castellan, or 
municipal court, or of any court in our land of whatever kind or rank it may be : 
so that if he be summoned before the court of any judge or district in any matter 
whatsoever, be it great or small, criminal or civil, he is not obliged to appear and 
defend himself, 

‘ His goods may not be distrained, bis estates not used as security and he him- 
self can neither be arrested nor kept in prison. His refusal to appear beforea 
judge or to give bail shall in no wise be punishable; he is amenable to no law 
covering such cases. If a charge be brought against him his accusers, be they 
subjects or aliens, or any rank or calling whatséever, must ‘appeal to ourseives, 
the King, and Saal shali be in honour bound to appear before us and defend him- 
self.” 

That Saul Wahl was a strong factor in the affairs of the Polish court there is 
no more any doubt. The documents in the archives at Warsaw contain sufiicient 
proof of his activities. But that he sat on the throne of Poland we had to wait to 
be told by one of his descendants—J. Bunford Samuel, of Philadelphia, and by 
Dr. Karpeles. 


DESCENDANTS OF THE JEWISH KING OF POLAND. 


In 1593 Saul was instrumental -in securing a royal decree restraining the 
voyvodes (mayors) from interfering with the Jews in their communal affairs. Three 
years later, in conjunction with his Christian neighbours, Saul pleaded for the 
renewal of an old franchise exempting imported goods from duty 

Had it not been for the labours of the Russian Professor Berschadzsky, the 
author of an invaluable work on the history of the Jews in Lithuania, Saul Wahl, 
King of Poland, would have remained merely a myth. But from out of the 
Russian archives Professor Berschadzsky produces documents of incontestabie 
authority in support of the story of Saul Wahl. 

Many descendants of Saul Wahl settled in England, and a number of them 
migrated to the United States. Included among the former there were two Clef 
Rabbis, the Rev. Hart Lyon and R. Solomon Herschell an ecclesiastical 


assessor, Dayan A. L. Barnett; a Lord Chancellor, Lord Herschell; a peer and 


a member of a conservative administration, Lord VPirbright ; two Lord Mayors of 
London, Sir Benjamin S. Phillips and his son, Sir George Faudel Phillips; several 
Members of Parliament, Sir Julian Goldsmid, Sir Samuel Montagu, Stuart M. 
Samuel, Herbert Samuel, H. S. Samuel, and two countesses, the Countess of 
Rosebery and the Countess of Orkney. 

Poland may regain its independence, Germany mg consent, Austria and 
Russia may agree to tehabilitate Poland. But what about the Jews of that 
country’ What is there in store for them? They have lived there for centaries ; 
they have helped to build it up, have shared in its glory, fought for it; they have 
shared the misfortunes of Poland since its downfall: they are now sheding their 
blood on the battlefield, which may resuscitate Poland again ; what promises does 
the future hold for them ? ' 

The situation to-day is not entirely a hopeless one, and the improbable may 
again happen. Improbable, yes; but not impossible. Not only may the Jews 
gain equal rights by the re-arrangement brought about by the war; but there may 
again be seated a Jewish king on the throne of Poland.—New York Sun.
